Art. 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing and to elect one Selectman for three years, one for two years 
and one for one year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of 
the same. 


Art. 3. To see what sum the town will raise for the support of 
highways and bridges, and appropriate the same. 


Art 4. To see what sum of money the town will raise for State 
aid highway construction, and make appropriation of the same. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise for State 
aid highway maintenance, and make appropriation of the same. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will raise for trunk 
line maintenance, and make appropriation of the same. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will unite with the town of Alstead 
and instruct the selectmen to get the town of Walpole indicted for 
failing to maintain the highway from Langdon line on the old Cheshire 
turnpike to the State highway leading from Drewsville to Alstead. 
Also to bring suit to compel said town of Walpole to maintain and 
keep in repair the above stated highway, and to appropriate such sums 
of money as may seem necessary for this purpose. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will accept the sum of two hundred 
dollars in trust from Miss Mary P. Jefts, the interest to be used for 
the care of Hosley Jefts, Alphonso M. Jefts and John W. Jefts ceme- 
tery lots in the South Cemetery. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will accept the sum of fifty dollars 
from Mrs. Catherine B. Holmes as a trust fund, the interest of which 
shall be expended annually for the care of the Locke family lot, so 
called, in the South Cemetery. 


Art. 10. To elect a trustee of the trust funds for the term of 
three years and another for the term of two years. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to bor- - 
row money in anticipation of taxes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To bring in your ballots upon each of the questions sub- 
mitted by the Convention to Revise the Constitution relative to the 
amendments proposed by said Convention at a session held on January 
23, 1921. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for the 
eradication of the white pine blister under the direction of the State 
Forestry Commission, or to take any action thereon. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise money for the pur- 
chase of a snow roller and make appropriation of the same. 


Art. 15. To allow accounts. 


Art. 16. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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Report of School Board and Superintendent of Schools 


During the first year of supervision under the new 
school law your assistance and cordial support and wise 
counsel made possible many things that could not possibly 
have been accomplished otherwise. The newness of many 
of the features led to misunderstandings in the matter of 
school attendance, which has immeasurably improved dur- 
ing the year. With the aid of the State Department of 
Education the parents were informed of the necessity of 
keeping children in school, and the scholarship of the 
children was not hindered in its development by the fre- 
quent long absences from school occuring in other years. 

State money furnished the possibility for hiring again 
the excellent teachers who are in the village school, and 
their work is carried on this year with still greater effi- 
ciency. 

Remodeling of the school buildings took place during 
the summer, to fit them in accordance with the minimum 
standards for school buildings in New Hampshire. This 
was done at a minimum of expense. There still remains 
work to be done in the building at Langdon Hill, where a 
new toilet must soon be installed. All buildings now meet 
the requirements for light and heat. 

Transportation offers no difficulties in Langdon, and 
the money obtained has gone directly into teaching and 
equipment. The present salaries in Langdon are well on 
a par with those in the towns nearby of somewhat larger 
size, and assure the townspeople that they are getting full 
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value for money expended, as all teachers were offered a 
larger wage than they now receive among us. The prox- 
imity to their homes influenced their attitude toward being 
willing to continue the good work begun last year. 

Langdon has been fortunate in avoiding the unplea- 
sant experiences in nearby towns, and has had no prose- 
cution of parents not sending their children regularly to 
school. Inclement weather has hindered regular atten- 
dance at the Hill school, added to much illness. Much 
better attendance will be expected and required during 
the spring term in that school. 

During the last fiscal school year the enrolment in the 
schools was 61, with an average membership of 50, and a 
percent of attendance of 90. No children were reported 
not absent or tardy during the year, which isa matter of 
regret. Tardiness wasa serious fault, there being 210 
cases. Most of these occured during the first half of the 
year. It should be remembered that the law specifically 
covers tardiness under the phrase requiring attendance 
“‘all the time the schools are in session.’’ But greater 
than the respect for the law, should be the desire of 
parents to induce habits of promptness and respect for the 
correct way of doing things. There are 18 children enroll- 
ed between the ages of 5 and 8; 34 between 8 and 14; 9 
between 14 and 16, and one child over 16 years old. The 
average absence in all schools was 5, a bad record. One 
non-resident pupil was present in the elementary schools. 

The school board members made 15 visits to the 
schools, the superintendent made 96 and citizens made 98. 

Medical inspection pointed out many defects in the 
school children, some of them serious ones. It is hoped 
that the parents notified of these troubles will see fit to 
care for the health, eyesight or hearing of the children to 
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a much greater degree this year than was the case during 
last. |
